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Report. 


Blessed  is  he  that  considereth  the  poor:  the  Lnrd  will  deliver  him  in 
time  of  trouble.— Vs2\vl\  41 ;  10. 

The  uneventful  history  of  the  Old  Man's  Home  repeats 
itself  year  after  year,  and  we  humbly  acknowledge,  with  grate- 
ful hearts,  the  continued  blessing  and  encouragement  of  our 

Heavenly  Father. 

Our  citizens  no  longer  need  the  assurance  that  this  Home 
meets  a  great  public  want.  Through  its  existence,  the  dread 
of  destitute  and  solitary  old  age  has  been  removed  from  many 
an  anxious  and  doubting  heart.  It  is  known  that  any  respect- 
able man,  whose  misfortunes  are  not  the  consequence  of  his 
own  errors,  may  hope,  if  advancing  years  and  infirmities  shall 
render  him  incapable  of  self-support,  and  he  has  survived  all 
of  his  family  and  near  friends,  that  the  doors  of  this  institution 
will  be  opened  for  his  reception,  and  that  he  may  find  there  in 
health  congenial  companionship,  and  in  sickness  Christian 
sympathy  and  careful  nursing. 

In  so  large  a  family  as  this,  composed  of  men  of  various 
nationalities  and  widely  differing  opinions  on  political  and 
religious  subjects,  it  is  not  surprising  if  occasional  outbreaks 
of  temper  should  occur;  but,  as  far  as  possible,  the  discussion 
of  such  exciting  themes  is  discouraged  by  the  Managers,  and 
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we  have  reason  to  believe  that  the  prevalent  feeling  of  the 
inmates  ,s  that  of  brotherly  kindness  and  mutual  forbearance 
There  have  been,  during  the  past  year,  ten  admissions 
and  SIX  deaths.  No  one  of  the  deceased  was  less  than  seventy- 
four  years  of  age,  and  one  was  an  old  gentleman  who  delighted 
to  represent  himself  as  a  centenarian,  though  he  had  not  "quite 
attamed  his  one-hundredth  anniversary. 

Two  inmates  were  removed  to  the  Norristown  Asylum 
for  the  Insane,  with  the  full  consent  of  their  friends  They 
were  retamed  for  several  months  at  the  Home,  in  .spite  of  their 
deranged  condition,  and  their  transfer  was  decided  on  only 
when  their  violence  threatened  the  safety  of  the  family. 

While  numerous  charitable  institutions  are  struggling  to 
obtain  means  to  insure  their  continued  existence  and  useful- 
ness, the  Old  Man's  Home,  through  the  blessing  of  God  has 
by  the  liberal  gifts  of  friends,  and  even  of  strangers,  been  estab- 
lished on  a  firm  foundation.    Several  generous  legacies  have 
increased  their  permanent  fund,  and,  mindful  of  the  kind 
Providence  that  has  sustained  their  courage  in  past  years,  when 
their  path  to  success  was  not  without  obstacles,  the  Mana- 
gers  await  patiently,  but  with  trustful  confidence   the  day 
when  they  will  be  authorized  to  announce  that  the  Home  is 
.     fully  endowed,  and  that  it  will  no  longer  be  necessary  to  solicit 
individual  aid.  This  timq  has  not  yet  arrived,  however,  thou^^h 
we  regret  to  say  that  a  considerable  number  of  our  subscribers 
have  anticipated  it,  and  have,  somewhat  prematurely  turned 
over  their  contributions  to  other,  and,  as  they  believe,  more 
needy  charities. 

A  donation  and  reception  day  was  held  on  the  19th  ot 
October.  The  Managers  feel  that  it  is  well  to  invite  the  public 
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occasionally  to  visit  the  Home,  and  although  :t  is  opento 
inspection  every  day  except  Sunday,  it  is,  perhaps,  less  attrac- 
tive then  than  on  a  day  especially  set  aside  for  the  purpose. 
The  day  was  extremely  stormy,  and  we  had  few  visitors,  but 
the  substantial  resuhs  of  the  occasion  were  satisfactory  and 
encouraging.    One  of  our  chief  difficulties  is  to  clothe  suit- 
ably so  large  a  number  of  persons.    A  few  of  them  are  ade- 
quately supplied  by  their  friends,  or  from  their  own  limited 
resources,  and  there  are  yet  living  with  us  two  pensioners  of 
the  War  of  1 812;  but  the  large  majority  are  wholly  dependent 
on  the  Home,  and  therefore  donations  of  clothing  are  particu- 
larly acceptable.    If  notified,  the  matron  will  be  glad  to  send 
for  it  Abundant  provision  for  the  Fourth  of  July  and  Thanks- 
giving Day  was  supplied  by  the  thoughtful  sympathy  of  Mrs. 
S  Stockton  Hornor,  and  the  dinner  on  Christmas  Day  was 
made  especially  palatable  through  the  liberality  of  Mr.  Wil- 
Ham  Bucknell. 

On  Christmas  morning  each  old  gentleman  received  a 
pretty  and  well-chosen  card  from  a  lady  who  is  ninety-two 
years  of  age,  and  blind. 

The  family,  including  attendants,  numbers  seventy-three 
persons. 

The  Sunday  afternoon  services  have  been  held  regularly, 
and  are  numerously  attended.  Our  thanks  are  due  to  the 
ministers  of  various  Protestant  denominations,  who  have 
cheerfully  added  to  their  often  exacting  duties  the  work  ot 
speaking  to  these  aged  men,  many  of  whom,  owing  to  their 
infirmities,  could  not  otherwise  hear  the  gospel  of  Christ 
preached. 


Dr.  Musser  is  still  the  esteemed  physician  ot  the  Home 
always  prompt,  sympathetic  and  skillful.  We  have  the  satis- 
faction of  knowing  that  his  directions  as  to  the  care  and  proper 
nourishment  of  the  sick  are  faithfully  carried  out  by  the 
matron,  Mrs.  Scanlan,  and  her  son,  whose  kindness  to  those 
who  need  it  is  gratefully  acknowledged. 

The  ladies  wish  especially  to  express  their  appreciation  of 
the  courte-sy  extended  to  them  on  numerous  occasions  by 
gentlemen  controlling  the  news  columns  of  many  of  our  city 
journals,  notices  having  been  cheerfully  inserted  in  the  hi- 
quirer,  Press,  Telegraph,  Bulletin,  Ledger,  and  North  American, 
at  extremely  moderate  prices.

AN  ACT 


To  Incorporate  The  Old  Man's  Home. 

Whereas,  An  Association  denominated  "  The  Old 
Man's  Home  "  has  been  formed  for  the  purpose  of  affording 
relief  and  the  comforts  of  a  home  to  old  men  in  indigent 
circumstances,  the  members  of  which  desire  to  be  incorporated, 
to  enable  them  more  effectually  to  accomplish  their  object; 
therefore :  , 

Section  i.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Rep- 
resentatives of  the  CommonzvealtJi  of  Pennsylvania  in  General 
Assembly  met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the 
same,  That  the  persons  who  are  now  or  shall  hereafter  become 
members  of  said  Association  according  to  the  By-Laws  be,  and 
the  same  are  hereby  created  and  erected  into  one  body  politic 
and  corporate  in  deed  and  in  law,  by  the  name,  style  and  title 
of  "The  Old  Man's  Home  of  Philadelphia." 

Sec.  2.  That  said  Corporation  by  the  same  name,  style 
and  title  shall  have  perpetual  succession,  and  be  able  to  sue 
and  be  sued,  implead  and  be  impleaded  in  all  courts  of  law 
and  elsewhere,  to  have  and  make  a  corporate  seal,  and  again 
at  pleasure  to  alter  and  renew  the  same,  and  shall  be  able  and 
capable  in  law  and  equity  to  take,  purchase,  hold  and  receive 
to  them  and  their  successors,  any  lands,  tenements,  goods  and 
chattels  of  whatever  kind,  nature  or  quality,  real,  mixed  or 
personal,  which  are  now  or  shall,  or  may  at  any  time  hereafter 
become  the  property  of  the  said  Corporation  or  body  politic  by 
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purchase,  gift,  grant,  bargain,  sale,  conveyance,  devise,  bequest 
or  otherwise,  from  any  person  or  persons  whomsoever  capable 
of  making  the  same,  and  the  same  to  grant,  bargain,  sell, 
improve,  or  dispose  of  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  the  said 
Corporation. 

Sec.  3.  That  no  misnomer  of  said  Corporation,  or  their 
associates  or  successors,  shall  defeat  or  annul  any  intended 
gift,  grant,  conveyance,  devise  or  bequest  thereto,  nor  any  act 
or  deed  intended  to  be  done  or  made  thereby. 

Sec.  4.  The  aftairs  ot  said  Corporation  shall  be  exclu- 
sively under  the  control  of  a  Board  of  Managers  not  exceed- 
ing twenty-four  in  number,  who  shall  be  elected  by  the 
members  of  the  Corporation  at  their  annual  meeting ;  said 
Manap-ers  to  serve  until  their  successors  are  appointed.  The 
Board  of  Managers  shall  appoint  the  officers  of  this  Corpora- 
tion from  its  own  body,  and  shall  have  power  to  fill  vacancies 
occurrine  in  the  intervals  of  election,  either  from  death,  resig- 
nation,  removal  or  inattention  to  the  duties  as  Managers  ;  to 
make  By-laws  for  its  government  and  for  the  management  of 
the  Home,  the  safe  keeping  of  the  funds  and  other  property 
of  this  Corporation,  and  their  appropriation  and  use  in  accor- 
dance with  the  intent  and  purposes  of  this  institution,  and  to 
attend  to  all  other  business  of  the  said  Corporation  not  herein 
provided  for. 

Sec.  5.  That  the  affairs  of  said  Corporation  shall  never 
be  under  the  control  of  any  sectarian  influence. 

Sec.  6.  That  the  buildings  and  grounds  used  for  "The 
Old  Man's  Home"  shall,  during  the  term  of  such  occupancy, 
be  exempt  from  taxation,  except  for  State  purposes. 
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Rules  for  the  Regulation  of  the  Board 
of  Managers. 

1st.  The  Managers  shall  meet  on  the  second  Thursday 
of  every  month  ;  i  o>^  a.  m.  Business  shall  commence  precisely 
half  an  hour  after  the  time  appointed  for  meeting. 

2d.  Five  of  the  Managers  shall  form  a  quorum  for  the 
transaction  of  all  business. 

3d.  Every  meeting  shall  be  opened  with  reading  a  portion 
of  Scripture  by  the  Secretary,  succeeded  by  a  pause  for 
mental  supplication. 

4th.  No  person  shall  be  at  liberty  to  withdraw  from  the 
Board  without  permission  ;  and  no  conversation  but  such  as 
relates  to  business  shall  be  allcnved. 

5th.  Every  motion,  when  made,  shall  be  stated  from  the 
Chair  :  when  seconded,  the  Directress  shall  invite  discussion 
upon  the  subject ;  after  which  she  shall  ask  if  the  members 
are  ready  for  the  question,  which  being  assented  to,  the  votes 
shall  be  taken  first  in  the  affirmative  and  next  in  the  negative. 
No  other  business  shall  be  taken  up  by  the  Board,  or  discussed 
by  any  of  the  members,  until  that  which  has  thus  been  laid 
before  them  is  decided  or  postponed. 

6th.  At  the  desire  of  any  member  of  the  Board,  the 
■decision  of  a  new  question  may  be  deferred  to  the  meeting 
succeeding  that  at  which  the  question  was  proposed. 

7th.  No  former  resolution  shall  be  reconsidered  unless 
called  for  by  one  of  the  majority,  and  shall  in  all  cases  be

deferred  to  the  next  meeting,  either  special  or  stated,  for 
decision. 

8th.  Upon  motion  made  and  seconded,  the  names  ot  the 
yeas  and  nays  shall  be  recorded  on  the  Minutes. 

9th.  The  member  first  named  on  a  committee  shall  pre- 
side over  it,  shall  give  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  meeting, 
and  make  report  of  their  proceedings. 

lOth  The  first  Directress  shall  call  extra  meetings  as 
often  as  she  mav  think  proper,  but  shall  not  be  obliged  to  call 
them  contrary  to  her  own  judgment,  unless  five  members  of 
the  Board  shall  concur  in  requesting  it.      .      ■  . 

nth.  The  seal  of  the  Society  shall  not  be  affixed  to  any 
paper  without  the  vote  of  the  Board  having  been  taken  on  it. 

I  -^th  The  business  of  each  stated  meeting  shall  commence 
with  the  reading  of  the  Minutes  of  the  preceding  meeting  by 
the  Secretary,  afterwards  the  Treasurer's  report  and  the  reports 
of  the  committees,  which  if  not  presented,  must  be  asked  for 
by  the  Directress.  Then  unfinished  business;  any  new 
business  ;  the  weekly  committees  for  the  ensuing  month  shall 
be  named,  and  the  orders  on  the  Treasurer  voted. 

13th.  The  Board  shall  not  rise  until  the  time  and  place  of 
the  next  meeting  be  distinctly  made  known. 

14th  At  the  first  meeting  of  the  Board,  the  standing  com- 
mittees shall  be  appointed,  viz.:  The  Weekly  Committees  of 
two,  for  the  year,  which  shall  be  inserted  by  the  Secretary  m 
the  Minute  Book  of  the  Committee  ;  the  Purchasing  Com- 
mittee, and  the  Committee  for  Receiving  Applications  for 
admission. 
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Duties  of  the  Managers. 

The  First  Directress  shall  preside  at  the  meetings  of  the 
Managers,  preserve  order,  appoint  committees,  call  special 
meetings,  and  in  all  equal  divisions  of  the  Board  give  the 
casting  vote.  She  shall  furnish  every  new  member  with  a 
book  containing,  in  print,  the  Constitution,  the  Rules  for  the 
Regulation  of  the  Board,  the  Duties  of  the  Managers,  and  the 
Rules  for  the  Government  of  the  Home.  When  a  Manager 
resigns  her  seat  at  the  Board,  she  is  to  return  this  book  to  the 
First  Directress,  who  will  make  it  over  to  her  successor. 

The  Second  Directress  shall  preside  in  the  absence  of  the 
First  Directress,  and  attend  to  all  the  duties  of  the  office. 
She  shall  hold  the  seal  of  the  Corporation,  and  affix  the  same 
to  any  document  when  called  upon  so  to  do  by  the  First 
Directress  and  the  Secretary,  or  Treasurer. 

The  Secretary  shall  notify  the  Managers  of  the  meetings 
of  the  Board,  keep  a  fair  and  correct  record  of  their  proceed- 
ings ;  a  register  of  the  name,  place  of  birth  and  age  of  the 
inmates  of  the  Home,  and  do  all  other  writing  not  otherwise 
provided  for. 

The  Treasurer  shall  hold  the  evidences  of  property 
belonging  to  the  Corporation,  receive  all  moneys,  and  deposit 
the  same  in  a  bank— designated  by  the  Board— in  her  name, 
as  Treasurer  ;  make  no  payments  except  by  order  of  the  Board 
of  Managers,  keep  a  fair  account  of  all  receipts  and  expendi- 
tures, which  account  shall  at  all  times  be  open  to  the  inspection 
of  the  Managers.    She  shall  furnish  a  monthly  abstract  of  her 
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receipts  and  expenditures,  and  of  the  balance  remaining  in  her 
hands,  and  prepare  a  statement  to  be  laid  before  the  Society  at 
their  annual  meeting. 

The  Managers  shall  be  divided  into  committees  of  two, 
who,  in  weekly  rotation,  shall  superintend  the  Home,  under 
the  name  of  the  "  Visiting  Committee." 

The  Visiting  Comiiiittec  shall  visit  the  Home  not  less  than 
three  times  during  their  week,  they  shall  endeavor  to  be  present 
once  at  a  meal,  shall  make  themselves  acquainted  with  the 
situation  and  wants  of  the  inmates,  generalh'  direct  the  con- 
cerns of  the  family,  and  report  their  observations  in  a  minute 
book,  which  book  on  the  last  day  of  their  week,  is  to  be  sent 
to  the  succeeding  committee,  for  which  purpose  a  list  of  the 
Visiting  Committees  is  to  be  kept  in  the  book. 

The  Piircliasing  Coviiiiiltcc  shall  make  all  purchases  neces- 
sary for  the  family,  pay  all  bills,  and  present  a  monthly  account 
of  their  proceedings  to  the  Board. 

The  Covimittce  for  Receiving  Applications. — It  shall  be  the 
dut)'  of  this  committee  to  visit  the  applicants,  and  inquire  into 
their  character  and  circumstances,  and  make  their  report 
thereon  to  the  Board  in  writing.  It  shall  also  be  the  duty  of 
this  committee  to  keep  a  register  of  the  names  of  the  appli- 
cants, the  persons  by  whom  they  are  recommended,  and  their 
place  of  residence.  (It  will  be  likewise  required  that  the 
Treasurer  keep  a  book,  in  which  the  terms  of  agreement 
entered  into  between  the  committee  and  the  friends  of  the 
applicants,  be  inserted,  with  their  signatures  annexed.  No 
person  will  be  admitted  into  the  Home  without  an  order  from 
the  Treasurer.) 
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Church  Committcc.~K  committee  shall  be  appointed  to 
see  that  the  Home  is  duly  supplied  with  the  preaching  of  the 
Gospel,  and  have  a  general  superintendence  of  this  important 
concern.    Any  minister  properly  authorized  as  a  preacher  of 
the  Gospel  by  any  t  vangelical  denomination  of  Christians,  shall 
be  cordially  received,  and  none  other  will  be  admitted.  The 
whole  duty  of  supplying  the  Home  with  the  preaching  of  the 
Gospel  to  devolve  on  this  committee,  which  they  will  be 
expected  carefully  and  conscientiously  to  discharge ;  and  the 
other  members  of  the  Board  of  Managers  will  be  required  to 
communicate  with  this  committee' and  obtain  their  consent 
previous  to  introducing  any  one  into  the  Home  as  a  religious 
mstructor.    The  commiitee  shall  make  such  regulations  as  may 
appear  to  them  proper  and  regular,  with  respect  to  prayer 
meetings  or  any  other  religious  meetings,  from  time  to  time. 
The  committee  shall  give  verbal  instructions  to  the  Matron 
how  to  act  in  relation  to  this  subject  in  the  absence  of  the 
committee. 

Each  Manager  will  be  furnished  by  the  Treasurer  with  a 
hst  of  subscribers,  whose  contributions  she  will  be  expected 
annually  to  collect. 

Any  Manager  absenting  herself  from  three  consecutive 
stated  meetings  of  the  Board  without  sufficient  cause,  will  be 
considered  as  having  resigned. 

The  duties  of  the  Managers  appear  to  be  generally  com- 
prised in  the  foregoing  rules,  in  addition  to  which  it  shall  be 
considered  the  duty  of  the  Visiting  Committees  at  the  Home, 
during  their  stated  periods  of  attendance,  not  only  to  inquire 
into  the  temporal  welfare  of  its  inmates,  but  to  visit  them  ia 
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their  several  rooms  and  endeavor  to  ascertain  their  spiritual 
state,  giving  them  such  advice  and  instruction  as  may  be  in 
their  power  and  the  circumstances  of  the  case  may  render 
necessary. 

TERMS  OF  ADMISSION.  . 

1st.  No  person  shall  be  admitted  into  the  Home  without 
satisfactory  testimonials  to  the  propriety  of  their  conduct  and 
the  respectability  of  their  character. 

2d.  When  they  are  pensioners  on  any  benevolent  institu- 
tion or  society,  it  is  expected  that  their  pensions  will  be  con- 
tinued to  assist  in  their  support,  and  that  their  funeral  expenses 
will  be  defrayed.  ■  ' 

3d.  Those  who  have  any  property  are  required  to  secure 
the  same  to  the  Home  before  they  are  admitted.  In  case  of 
their  obtaining  property  after  their  admission,  if  they  remain 
in  the  Home,  it  will  be  necessary  to  make  it  over  to  the 
institution.  • 

4th.  If  the  mental  condition  of  an  inmate  shall  become  so 
unsound  as  to  endanger  his  own  and  the  safety  of  the  family, 
and  thereby  render  the  care  of  a  special  attendant  necessary, 
it  is  required  that  his  relatives  will  either  remove  him  or  refrain 
from  interference  with  the  Managers  when,  in  the  opinion  ot 
two  reputable  physicians,  it  is  found  expedient  to  place  him 
under  the  restraints  of  a  suitable  asylum. 

5th.  Furniture  and  property  brought  into  the  Home  are 
to  remain  for  the  benefit  of  the  institution. 

6th.  A\l  persons  admitted  into  the  Home  must  be  at  least 
sixty  years  of  age.  At  sixty  the  admission  fee  is  $500  ;  between 
sixty-five  and  seventy,  $250  ;  over  seventy,  $150. 
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Rules. 


1st.  Morning  and  Evening  Prayers,  will  be  regularly  held 
at  the  Home.  Every  inmate  will  be  required  to  attend 
punctually,  except  in  case  of  sickness.  Notice  to  be  given 
by  ringing  the  bell. 

2d.  All  inmates  are  required  to  render  themselves  gener- 
ally useful,  as  far  as  their  strength  will  permit. 

3d.  All  that  is  necessary  for  the  comfortable  support  of 
the  inmates  of  the  Home  will  be  furnished  from  the  funds  of 
the  Institution.    No  individual,  therefore,  will,  on  any  account, 
be  permitted  to  leave  the  house  to  solicit  assistance. 

4th.  All  who  are  able  wall  attend  the  general  table.  If 
any  member  of  the  family  is  sick,  a  suitable  meal  will  be 
•  provided  and  sent  to  him. 

5th.  Smoking  is  strictly  prohibited,  and  the  use  of  tobacco, 
in  any  form,  except  in  the  Smoking-room. 

6th.  No  stimulants  or  spirituous  liquors  to  be  used  by  an 
inmate  of  the  Institution,  except  when  ordered  by  the  Visaing 
Physician,  and  in  that  case  to  be  administered  by  the  Matron 
or  nurse;  and  any  inmate  known  to  be  guilty  of  visiting 
drinking  saloons  will,  after  a  third  offense,  be  dismissed. 

7th.  If  any  inmate  of  the  Home  feels  disposed  to  visit 
his  friends,  he  is  requested  to  mention  to  the  Matron  where 
he  intends  staying,  and  the  probable  length  of  his  visit,  that 
no  uneasiness  may  exist  on  his  account. 
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8th.  No  inmate  will  be  permitted  to  leave  the  Library 
during  religious  services,  to  receive  visitors,  who  are  particu- 
larly requested  not  to  come  to  the  Home  on  Sunday  if  it  is 
possible  for  them  to  do  so  on  any  other  day,  unless  the)-  are 
willing  to  join  in  the  service. 

9th.  Inmates  will  receive  friends  in  the  Reception  Room, 
and  not  in  their  chambers,  except  with  the  knowledge  and 
permission  of  the  Matron. 

lOth.  No  inmate  will  be  permitted  to  interfere  or  find 
fault  with  the  Matron  or  assistants  ;  but  if  they  think  they 
have  cause  of  complaint  they  must  apply  to  the  Managers, 
who  will  receive  their  statement  and  take  such  action  thereon 
as  they  may  think  proper. 

nth.  To  preserve  perfect  harmony  in,  the  family,  the 
strictest  attention  must  be  paid  to  the  rules  of  the  Home.  For 
the  first  and  second  violation,  there  will  be  an  admonition  ;  for 
the  third,  a  complaint  will  be  preferred  to  the  Board  ;  for  the 
fourth,  a  removal  from  the  Home.

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Report. 


"  Blessed  is  he  that  considereth  the  poor  ;  the  Lord  will 
deliver  him  in  time  of  trouble." — Psalm  41  :  i. 

We  submit  to  our  friends  and  subscribers  the  twenty-first 
Annual  Report  of  the  Managers  of  the  Old  Man's  Home. 
The  history  of  the  institution,  however,  during  the  past  year, 
has  been  singularly  devoid  of  incidents  that  would  interest  the 
general  public.    For  whatever  measure  of  success  we  have 
achieved,  we  gratefully  recognize  the  loving  favor  of  our 
Heavenly  Father,  who  has  guided  our  efforts  in  behalf  of  a 
very  feeble  class  of  our  fellow-creatures,  and  has  established 
the  work  of  our  hands  on  what  promises  to  be  a:  firm  founda- 
tion.   In  a  city  like  Philadelphia,  which  is  not  only  rich  in 
money,  but  equally  rich  in  benevolent  hearts,  it  is  only  re- 
quisite to  present  a  just  claim  to  their  sympathy  and  assistance 
in  order  to  secure  it.    The  more  recent  establishment  of 
similar  asylums  for  old  people  by  the  Masons,  the  Baptists, 
the  Methodists,  etc.,  prove  how  wide  is  the  field  for  this  espe- 
cial charity.    Other  homes  of  the  kind,  however,  are  severally 
entitled  to  the  support  of  the  various  societies  to  which  they 
owe  their  being,  and  who  necessarily  feel  bound  to  look  after 
their  welfare.    But  this  one  appeals  to  the  public  at  large,  for 
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it  admits  to  its  benefits  all  who  are  in  need,  whether  they  are 
or  are  not  members  of  any  particular  church  or  sect.  We  do 
not,  indeed,  receive  any  who  are  inimical  to  the  Christian  faith, 
and  for  the  sake  of  harmony  in  the  family  must  necessarily 
require  submission  by  the  inmates  to  the  rules  of  the  house 
with  regard  to  domestic  worship.  But  the  utmost  liberality 
prevails  as  to  the  religious  services  that  are  conducted  here  on 
Sundays  and  week-days,  to  which  ministers  of  different  de- 
nominations are  invited  and  made  welcome.  We  have  abundant 
cause  for  gratitude  to  the  self-sacrificing  men  who,  in  addition 
to  the  active  work  demanded  by  their  own  congregations, 
cheerfully  add  this  service  for  old  men,  many  of  whom  are  too 
feeble  to  walk  to  the  churches  to  hear  the  preaching  of  the 
gospel.    Verily  they  shall  have  their  reward. 

Since  our  last  report  was  issued  the  suit  of  the  Blind 
Women's  Home  against  the  executors  of  the  Mary  Shields 
estate  has  been  decided  adversely  to  their  claim.    The  Old 
Man's  Home  and  the  other  residuary  legatees  have  received 
their  shares  of  the  property ;  not,  however,  without  expense, 
as  shown  by  the  Treasurer's  reports,  the  costs  having  been 
deducted  from  the  whole  residuary  fund  and  not  from  the 
special  legatee  whose  claim  was  in  dispute.    It  may  not  be 
amiss  to  say,  for  the  information  of  many  who  believe  that 
this  bequest  has  amply  endowed  the  Old  Man's  Home,  that 
the  average  interest  yielded  by  its  various  investments  is  not 
over  four  per  cent.,  and  consequently  does  not  by  any  means 
constitute  an  adequate  endowment  for  the  institution. 

The  number  of  inmates  at  present  is  sixty-five,  exclusive 
of  matron  and  attendants.    They  are  all  over  seventy  years  of 
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age,  and  and  some  are  over  ninety.  For  the  most  part  they 
are  very  respectable  men,  and  some  are  gentlemen  of  liberal 
education.  It  is  significant  that  these  last  are  seldom  to  be 
found  among  the  dissatisfied  members  of  the  family. 
They  gratefully  appreciate  the  comforts  provided  for  them  by 
the  Managers  and  Matron,  and  are  fully  sensible  of  the  wel^ 
come  relief  assured  them  from  any  worldly  anxiety  or  priva- 
tion during  the  remaining  days  of  their  nearly  closing  lives. 

At  their  annual  meeting,  held  December  30,  1885,  the 
Managers  were  unexpectedly  presented  with  an  extremely 
gratifying  testimonial,  signed  by  fifty-three  of  the  sixty-three 
men  then  in  the  house — probably  all  ol  those  whose  infirmi- 
ties would  permit  them  to  attach  their  signatures  to  the  paper. 
As  it  is  alike  creditable  to  all  immediately  concerned,  we  deem 
it  but  right  to  include  in  our  present  report  this  tribute  from  the 
old  gentlemen  of  the  Home. 

"  To  the  Officers,  Managers  of,  and  Ccntiibntors  to  the  Old 
Maris  Home  : 

"  While  gratitude,  one  of  the  chiefcst  of  virtues,  is  at  all 
times  commendable,  yet  there  are  certain  seasons  which  appro- 
priately suggest  its  formal  expression.  Nor  does  the  formality 
at  all  lessen  its  sincerity.  As  another  year  is  about  expiring, 
and  we  are  reminded  of  the  largeness  of  God's  love  for  us  by 
the  contemplation  of  his  crowning  blessing,  the  gift  of  His 
Son,  whose  birthday  anniversary  we  so  lately  celebrated  and 
enjoyed,  we  desire,  from  the  fullness  of  our  hearts,  to  speak  to 
you,  respected  ladies  and  gentlemen,  whose  hands  have  distri- 
buted His  bounties. 
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"  Most  or  all  of  us  advanced  in  years,  with  many  of  the 
associations  and  ties  of  youth  and  middle  life  broken,  have 
found  here  the  unselfishness  which  has  given  us  its  sympathy, 
has  created  in  us  new  interests,  and  widened  our  vision  to  a 
universal  humanity.  Compassionately  you  have  considered 
our  troubles  and  trials,  real  or  fancied,  as  well  as  our  joys. 
To  our  caprices,  if  we  had  any— and  being  human,  we  probably 
have  not  been  free  from  them — you  have  been  indulgent.  For 
our  physical  well-being  you  have  been  careful,  providing  for  us 
bountifully.  You  have  smoothed  for  us,  the  "  Old  Men,"  the 
end  of  the  road,  casting  up  the  highway  and  gathering  up  the 
stones.  .         -  .  . 

"  By  your  ministrations  our  enjoyment  of  everything  has 
been  increased ;  the  sun  has  been  brighter  and  warmer,  and 
the  darkness  without  fear.  Heartily  we  thank  you.  If  we 
could  think  of  fuller  or  fitter  words  we  would  use  them.  For 
our  sense  of  security,  for  your  friendly  sympathy,  for  your  care 
for  our  general  comfort,  we  thank  you.  You  take  with  you 
the  blessings  and  good  wishes  of  this,  our  little  community. 
May  much  happiness  and  little  disappointment  attend  you  !  " 

The  managers  greatly  regret  the  decease  of  Mrs.  John 
Sibley,  who  had  been  connected  with  the  management  of  the 
Home  from  its  beginning  in  1864,  and  whose  labors  in  its 
behalf  never  flagged  until  she  was  incapacitated  by  prolonged 
illness  for  further  active  service.  To  the  last,  however,  she 
never  abated  her  interest  in  its  affairs,  and  her  former  associ- 
ates fully  appreciate  the  loss  of  one  in  whose  mature  judgment 
they  always  placed  great  confidence. 

The  Home  has  also  to  lament  the  loss  of  one  of  its  most 
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beloved  and  valued  friends  and  advisers,  by  the  death  of  Jacob 
P.  Jones.  At  a  special  meeting,  held  on  25th  May  last,  the 
following  resolution  was  adopted,  transmitted  to  his  widow, 
and  entered  on  the  minutes. 

Resolved:  That  we. deeply  lament  the  death  of  Jacob  P. 
Jones,  who  was  for  many  }'ears  a  warm  friend  of  this  Institu- 
tion, and  who,  as  a  member  of  its  Advisory  Board,  aided  it 
especially  by  his  judicious  advice  as  to  all  matters  appertain- 
ing to  its  financial  and  business  affairs.  The  loss  of  so  wise 
and  useful  a  friend  can  hardly  be  repaired  to  us,  to  whom  he 
always  cheerfully  gave  the  benefit  of  his  sound  judgment  and 
counsel,  in  which  we  confidently  trusted  and  were  never  mis- 
led." 

The  want  of  an  out-ward  for  the  comparative  seclusion  of 
occasional  cases  of  mental  disorder,  or  other  infirmities  whose 
presence  is  either  unsafe  or  unpleasant  to  the  family  generally, 
has  long  been  felt.  Two  years  ago  an  adjoining  property 
on  Thirty-ninth  street  was  offered  at  a  moderate  price  and  the 
managers  bought  it  with  the  intention  of  converting  it  to  this 
purpose.  They  have  not  hitherto  thought  that  their  means 
would  sanction  the  expense,  but  they  now  feel  that  no  better 
use  can  be  made  of  certain  long  contested  legacies  which  will 
probably  be  paid  in  1886,  than  to  devote  them  to  this  object. 

It  would  enable  us  to  receive  eight  or  ten  more  inmates 
than  we  can  now  accommodate,  with  very  little  increased  outlay 
for  service,  as  it  is  proposed  to  place  the  whole  under  the 
matron,  Mrs.  Scanlan,  who  has  shown  herself  very  capable,  and 
who  is  willing  to  accept  a  larger  responsibility.    This  improve- 
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ment  may  possibly  be  deferred  yet  another  year ;  but  we  trust 
the  way  may  be  made  clear  to  the  speedy  enlargement  of  our 
borders  and  the  opening  of  our  doors  to  an  ever-growing  num- 
ber of  urgent  applicants. 

Several  agreeable  entertainments  have  been  held  during 
the  year,  and  we  unite  our  thanks  with  those  of  the  old  gen- 
tlemen, to  the  kind  friends  who  have  thus  contributed  to  their 
amusement.  The  Home  continues  to  have  the  benefit  of  Dr. 
Musser's  prompt  and  skilful  professional  services. 

Mrs.  S.  Stockton  Hornor,  who  is  never  weary  in  well- 
doing, has  again  made  the  Fourth  of  July  and  Thanksgiving 
Day  especially  memorable  seasons,  by  her  generous  donation 
of  money,  to  supply  the  dinner-table  abundantly  on  those 
days. 

The  managers  return  their  thanks  to  the  Pennsylvania  and 
the  Lehigh  Valley  Railroad  Companies  for  their  kindness  in 
refunding  tolls,  and  to  the  Press  generally,  for  courtesies 
extended  by  them  to  this  charity. 

Will  the  friends  of  the  Home  kindly  remember  that  it  is 
always  in  need  of  clothing?  The  majority  of  the  inmates  are 
entirely  dependent  on  the  benevolent  to  supply  their  needs  in 
this  way.  If  notified  by  postal  card,  the  Matron  will  send  for 
this,  or  any  other  contributions  intended  for  the  comfort  of 
the  old  gentlemen.

ist.  Morning  and  Evening  Prayers  will  be  regularly  held 
at  the  Home.  Every  inmate  will  be  required  to  attend  punctu- 
ally, except  in  case  of  sickness.  Notice  to  be  given  by  ringing 
the  bell. 

2d.  A.11  inmates  are  required  to  render  themselves  gener- 
ally useful,  as  far  as  their  strength  will  permit. 

3d.  All  that  is  necessary  for  the  comfortable  support  of 
the  inmates  of  the  Home  will  be  furnished  from  the  funds  of 
the  Institution.  No  individual,  therefore,  will,  on  any  account, 
be  permitted  to  leave  the  house  to  solicit  assistance. 

4th.  All  who  are  able  will  attend  the  general  table.  If 
any  member  of  the  family  is  sick,  a  suitable  meal  will  be  pro- 
vided and  sent  to  him. 

5th.  Smoking  is  strictly  prohibited,  and  the  use  of  to- 
bacco, in  any  form,  except  in  the  Smoking-room. 

6th.  No  stimulants  or  spirituous  liquors  to  be  used  by  an 
inmate  of  the  Institution,  except  when  ordered  by  the  Visiting 
Physician,  and  in  that  case  to  be  administered  by  the  Matron 
or  nurse ;  and  any  inmate  knov/n  to  be  guilty  of  visiting 
drinking-saloons  will,  after  a  third  offense,  be  dismissed. 
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7th.  If  any  inmate  of  the  Home  feels  disposed  to  visit  his 
friends,  he  is  requested  to  mention  to  the  Matron  where  he 
intends  staying,  and  the  probable  length  of  his  visit  ,  that  no 
uneasiness  may  exist  on  his  account. 

8th.  No  inmate  will  be  permitted  to  leave  the  Library 
during  religious  services,  to  receive  visitors,  who  are  particu- 
larly requested  not  to  come  to  the  Home  on  Sunday  if  it  is 
possible  for  them  to  do  so  on  any  other  day,  unless  they  are 
willing  to  join  in  the  service. 

9th.  Inmates  will  receive  friends  in  the  Reception  Room, 
and  not  in  their  chambers,  except  with  the  knowledge  and 
permission  of  the  Matron.  .  .• 

loth.  No  inmate  will  be  permitted  to  interfere  or  find  fault 
with  the  Matron  or  assistants ;  but  if  they  think  they  have 
cause  of  complaint,  they  must  apply  to  the  Managers,  who  will 
receive  their  statement  and  take  such  action  thereon  as  they 
may  think  proper.  ,  '  " 

nth.  To  preserve  perfect  harmony  in  the  family,  the 
strictest  attention  must  be  paid  to  the  rules  of  the  Home.  For 
the  first  and  second  violation,  there  will  be  an  admonition  ;  for 
the  third,  a  complaint  will  be  preferred  to  the  Board ;  for  the 
fourth,  a  removal  from  the  Home. 
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Form  of  Bequest.

Terms  of  Admission. 

1st.  No  person  shall  be  admitted  into  the  Home  without 
satisfactory  testimonials  as  to  the  propriety  of  their  conduct 
and  the  respectability  of  their  character. 

2d.  Applications  should  be  written  and  addressed  to  either 
member  of  Committee  on  Applications,  stating  name,  age, 
place  of  birth,  and  former  or  present  occupation,  and  accom- 
panied by  the  names  of  not  less  than  three  respectable  citizens 
who  are  willing  to  testify  as  to  the  good  habits  of  the  ap- 
pHcant.  ' 

3d.  No  one  need  apply  who  has  a  wife. 

4th.  When  applicants  are  pensioners  on  any  benevolent 
institution  or  society,  it  is  expected  that  their  pensions  will  be 
continued  to  assist  in  their  support,  and  that  their  funeral 
expenses  will  be  defrayed. 
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5th.  Those  who  have  any  property  are  required  to  secure 
the  same  to  the  Home  before  they  are  admitted.  In  case  of 
their  obtaining  property  after  their  admission,  if  they  remain 
in  the  Home,  it  will  be  necessary  to  make  it  over  to  the 
institution. 

6th.  If  the  mental  condition  of  an  inmate  shall  become  so 
unsound  as  to  endanger  his  own  and  the  safety  of  the  family, 
and  thereby  render  the  care  of  a  special  attendant  necessary, 
it  is  required  that  his  relatives  will  either  remove  him  or  refrain 
from  interference  with  the  Managers  when,  in  the  opinion  of 
two  reputable  physicians,  it  is  found  expedient  to  place  him 
under  the  restraints  of  a  suitable  asylum. 

7th.  No  scoffer  at  the  Christian  religion  will  be  received, 
and  inmates  are  required  to  attend  services  held  at  the  Home, 
by  ministers  of  various  denominations,  every  Sunday  afternoon. 

8th.  Persons  are  received  on  probation  for  four  months, 
and  the  Managers  reserve  the  right  of  dismissal  if  an  inmate  is 
insubordinate,  or  renders  himself  obnoxious  to  the  family. 

9th.  Furniture  and  property  brought  into  the  Home  are 
to  remain  for  the  benefit  of  the  institution. 

loth.  All  persons  admitted  into  the  Home  must  be  at  least 
sixty  years  of  age.  At  sixty  the  admission  fee  is  ^500;  between 
sixty-five  and  seventy,  1^250;  over  seventy,  ;^I50.

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Report. 


"  Blessed  is  he  that  considereth  the  poor :  the  Lord  will  deliver  him 
in  time  of  trouble."  Psalm  xh  :  i. 

The  Secretary,  in  writing  the  history  of  the  Old  Man's 
Home  during  the  past  year,  rejoices  to  report  that  it  has  been 
one  of  continued  encouragement  to  the  Managers,  and  of 
many  blessings  to  the  inmates.    We  humbly  lift  our  hearts  in 
gratitude  to  Him  whose  strong  arm  and  loving  care  have  ever 
aided  our  efforts  in  behalf  of  this  charity.    From  its  feeble 
beginning,  it  has,  under  his  fostering  influence,  grown  steadily, 
from  year  to  year,  until  the  little  house  on  Fortieth  Street, 
where  we  timidly  took  under  our  care  a  family  of  ten  old 
men,  was  long  since  completely  overshadowed  by  the  great 
building  that  now  shelters  over  eighty  otherwise  homeless 
sufferers.    It  was  at  that  time  purely  a  work  of  faith,  and  its 
founders  knew  that  if  it  was  a  good  work,  the  Lord  would 
bless  and  prosper  it.      He  has,  indeed,  prospered  it  even 
beyond  the  limit  of  our  prayers  and  expectations.    But  our 
task  is  not  yet  finished,  nor  can  we  fold  our  hands  and  rest 
until  we  feel  sure  that  it  is  so. 
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Last  year,  as  stated  in  our  Annual  Report,  a  step  was 
taken  intended  to  ensure  greater  comfort  both  to  the  sick  and 
the  well,  by  establishing  in  an  adjoining  house,  belonging  to 
the  Home,  an  Infirmary  for  the  separate  accommodation  of 
those  whom  it  was  desirable  to  seclude  from  the  rest  of  the 
family.  It  is  rather  humiliating  to  be  obliged  to  confess  that 
a  year's  experience  of  this  temporary  arrangement  has  con- 
vinced us  that  it  is,  at  least,  a  partial  failure.  While  it  has 
enabled  us  to  enlarge  the  number  of  our  beneficiaries,  there 
are  many  conveniences  essential  to  the  well-being  of  the  sick 
which  can  not  be  secured  in  an  old  and  badly-built  house 
unless,  indeed,  it  is  completely  reconstructed,  and  this  step 
our  restricted  means  at  that  time  did  not  authorize  us  to  take. 
The  Managers,  with  the  sanction  of  our  Advisory  Board,  now 
propose  to  have  a  new  Infirmary  built,  which  shall  be  replete 
with  all  the  improvements  as  to  heating,  drainage,  and  venti- 
lation, suggested  by  science  and  medical  experience.  We 
venture  to  believe  that  the  means  will  be  forthcoming  to 
enable  us  to  effect  this  humane  purpose.  It  is  not  possible 
yet  to  lay  before  our  friends  and  subscribers  even  an  approxi- 
mate estimate  of  the  cost  of  this  contemplated  addition.  To 
be  in  harmony  with  our  present  handsome  building,  it  should 
be  of  a  similar  stone  ;  but  as  that  would  increase  the  expense 
considerably,  we  shall  probably  be  compelled  to  select  a 
cheaper  material,  and  even  to  limit  the  size  of  the  new  annex, 
rather  than  incur  a  dollar  of  debt. 

Already  we  have  had  a  touching  evidence  of  the  interest 
taken  by  many  of  the  old  gentlemen  in  the  affairs  of  their 
Home,  though  very  few  have  it  in  their  power  to  show  it  by 
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contributions  of  money.  One  of  the  most  exemplary  of  them, 
Mr.  EH  Eldredge,  a  soldier  of  the  war  of  1812,  had  been  for 
thirteen  years  a  cheerful  and  contented  inmate  of  the  Home. 
Having  saved  one  hundred  dollars  from  the  little  pension 
allowed  him  by  the  Government,  he  handed  this  sum  to  the 
Treasurer,  asking  her  to  accept  it  as  the  first  donation  towards 
the  expense  of  erecting  a  new  Infirmary. 

The  Managers  regretted  last  year  the  non-reception  of 
the  money  which  the  late  Christian  Weyman  had  so  thought- 
fully left  to  them  in  order  that  it  should  be  distributed  among 
the  old  gentlemen  for  pocket-money.     The  property  whose 
rental  he  devoted  to  this  benevolent  purpose  had  absorbed  it 
all  in  necessary  repairs.    The  disappointment  at  this  failure 
experienced  by  those  who  expected  to  receive  it,  would  hardly 
be  credited  by  those  who  are  more  favored  in  their  fortunes. 
This  year,  happily,  Mr.  Weyman's  executors  were  able  to  hand 
the  Managers  for  this  specific  object  two  hundred  and  fifty 
dollars,  while  another  gentleman,  Mr.  Joseph  R.  Whittaker, 
of  Dover,  Delaware,  reading  of  this  disappointment  in  last 
year's  Report,  manifested  his  sympathy  for  our  old  friends  by 
sending  his  check  for  one  hundred  and  fifty  dollars,  to  be 
divided  among  them  at  Christmas.    Together  the  sums  yielded 
five  dollars  and  forty-eight  cents  to  each  man.    It  may  possibly 
seem  to  many  persons  a  small  cause  for  so  much  gratitude, 
and  only  very  sympathetic  natures,  or  those  who  have  them- 
selves experienced  the  humiliation  of  being  absolutely  penni- 
less, can  fully  appreciate  the  satisfaction  of  having  even  a  little 
fund  for  one's  pocket.    Though  everything  that  is  essential  to 
health  and  life  is  provided  for  the  inmates  of  the  Home,  there 
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are  still  many  petty,  but  pressing  needs,  that  their  pride  forbids 
them  to  speak  of,  as,  for  example,  postage  stamps,  car  fare, 
etc. ;  trifles  they  are,  it  is  true,  but  none  the  less  trials,  espe- 
cially to  those  who  for  the  greater  part  of  their  lives  have  been 
used  to  having  money,  more  or  less,  at  their  command,  and 
we  have  many  under  our  care  who  were  once  so  situated. 

The  Home  has  been  singularly  free  from  serious  illness, 
even  during  the  intense  and  protracted  heat  of  last  summer.' 
It  is  so  charmingly  located  in  the  midst  of  quite  an  extensive 
flower-garden,  shaded  by  great  trees,  and  the  halls  are  so  wide 
and  the  ceilings  so  high,  that  there  is  certainly  every  facility 
for  ample  ventilation.  Probably  no  coolor  spot  is  to  be  found 
in  West  Philadelphia  than  the  spacious  piazza,  or  the  seats 
under  the  oaks,  where  the  old  men  collect  in  groups,  chatting, 
reading,  or  possibly  recalling  tender  memories  of  the  long  ago. 
A  peaceful  and  pleasant  subject  for  meditation  is  presented  to 
those  who  pass  the  Home  by  these  gray-haired  octogenarians, 
so  sheltered  from  the  struggling,  rushing  strife  of  the  outside 
world,  waiting  restfully  for  the  summons  which  ere  long  will, 
we  trust,  call  them  to  an  infinitely  more  beautiful  and  bliss- 
ful house,  "  not  made  with  hands,  eternal  in  the  heavens." 

Among  the  friends  who  never  forget  them  is  Mrs.  S.  Stock- 
ton Hornor,  and  on  the  Fourth  of  July  and  Thanksgiving  Day 
she  is  gratefully  remembered  by  the  recipients  of  her  bounty. 
Christmas  was  suitably  observed  by  the  placing  of  a  trifling 
gift  at  the  plate  of  each  inmate,  followed,  as  usual,  by  an  excel- 
lent and  abundant  dinner. 

Religious  services  are  held  regularly  on  Sunday  after- 
noons, and  occasionally  during  the  week,  and  our  cordial 
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thanks  are  rendered  to  those  ministers  of  the  gospel  who  add 
to  their  exacting  duties  this  labor  of  love.  The  four  Sundays 
are  respectively  assigned  to  the  Methodist,  Baptist,  Episco- 
palian and  Presbyterian  denominations.  For  the  occasional 
fifth  Sunday,  a  service  of  song,  with  Scripture  readings  and 
prayer,  was  inaugurated  by  a  number  of  young  people,  includ- 
ing the  choir  of  a  neighboring  church.  As  they  sing  princi- 
pally the  old  familiar  hymns  in  which  the  family  can  join, 
their  presence  is  very  acceptable. 

The  Managers  desire  to  record  their  appreciation  of  the 
valuable  favor  done  them  by  the  Pennsylvania  and  Lehigh 
Valley  Railway  Companies,  which  have,  for  many  years, 
generously  refunded  to  us  all  tolls  over  their  respective  roads. 

The  domestic  arrangements  of  the  Home  are  still  en- 
trusted to  our  capable  matron,  Mrs.  S.  B.  Scanlan,  who  has, 
for  fifteen  years,  occupied  this  responsible  position,  and  has 
won  the  confidence  and  approval  of  the  Managers.  The  same 
endorsement  maybe  extended  to  her  son,  Mr.  T.  Baker  Scanlan, 
who  fills  the  post  of  Superintendent,  and  who  exercises  a 
watchful  and  judicious  care  over  the  sick. 

There  are  at  this  time,  including  assistants,  eightj'-five 
persons  in  the  Home.  There  have  been  eighteen  admissions 
and  thirteen  deaths. 

Fully  appreciating  the  wide-spread  influence  of  the  daily 
press,  the  managers  are  very  grateful  for  the  courteous  and 
ready  way  in  which  many  favors  have  been  accorded  to  the 
Home  by  the  Record,  Ledger,  Iiiqicirer,  Evening  Call,  North 
American^  Bulletin  and  Telegraph. 

Through  the  efforts  of  one  committee,  to  whom  that  duty  is

especially  entrusted,  several  very  agreeable  entertainments  have 
been  held  for  the  pleasure  of  the  family.  One  of  these,  given 
by  a  sprightly  and  clever  party  of  young  people  of  West 
Philadelphia,  and  consisting  of  tableaux,  recitations,  and  vocal 
and  instrumental  music,  was  especially  delightful.  Those  who 
generously  use  their  talents  to  afford  enjoyment  to  others 
could  hardly  have  a  more  grateful  and  appreciative  audience 
than  they  find  in  the  Home,  where  life  otherwise  is  usually 
almost  painfully  monotonous. 

The  Home  is  non-sectarian.  No  one  is  excluded  from  it 
because  of  his  nationality  or  his  religious  belief ;  but  we  require 
a  cheerful  and  respectful  attendance  on  the  divine  services  held 
in  the  house.

If  notified,  the  Matron  will 
send  for  any  contributions  intended  for  the  use  of  its  inmates.

1st.  Morning  and  Evening  Prayers  will  be  regularly  held 
at  the  Home.  Every  inmate  will  be  required  to  attend  punctu- 
ally, except  in  case  of  sickness.  Notice  to  be  given  by  ringing 
the  bell. 

2d.  All  inmates  are  required  to  render  themselves  gener- 
ally useful,  as  far  as  their  strength  will  permit. 

3d.  All  that  is  necessary  for  the  comfortable  support  of 
the  inmates  of  the  Home  will  be  furnished  from  the  funds  of 
the  institution.  No  individual,  therefore,  will,  on  any  account, 
be  permitted  to  leave  the  house  to  solicit  assistance. 

4th.  All  who  are  able  will  attend  the  general  table.  If 
any  member  of  the  family  is  sick,  a  suitable  meal  will  be  pro- 
vided and  sent  to  him. 

5th.  Smoking  is  strictly  prohibited,  and  the  use  of 
tobacco,  in  any  form,  except  in  the  Smoking  Room. 

6th.  No  stimulants  or  spirituous  liquors  to  be  used  by  an 
inmate  of  the  institution,  except  when  ordered  by  the  Visiting 
Physician,  and  in  that  case  to  be  administered  by  the  Matron 
or  nurse  ;  and  any  inmate  known  to  be  guilty  of  visiting 
drinking  saloons  will,  after  a  third  offence,  be  dismissed. 
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7th.  If  any  inmate  of  the  Home  feels  disposed  to  visit 
his  friends,  he  is  requested  to  mention  to  the  Matron  where  he 
intends  staying,  and  the  probable  length  of  his  visit,  that  no 
uneasiness  may  exist  on  his  account. 

8th.  No  inmate  will  be  permitted  to  leave  the  Library 
during  religious  services  to  receive  visitors,  who  are  particu- 
larly requested  not  to  come  to  the  Home  on  Sunday  if  it  is 
possible  for  them  to  do  so  on  any  other  day,  unless  they  are 
willing  to  join  in  the  service. 

9th.  Inmates  will  receive  friends  in  the  Reception  Room, 
and  not  in  their  chambers,  except  with  the  knowledge  and 
permission  of  the  Matron. 

loth.  No  inmate  will  be  permitted  to  interfere  or  find 
fault  with  the  Matron  or  assistants ;  but  if  they  think  they 
have  cause  of  complaint,  they  must  apply  to  the  Managers, 
who  will  receive  their  statement  and  take  such  action  thereon 
as  they  may  think  proper. 

nth.  To  preserve  perfect  harmony  in  the  family,  the 
strictest  attention  must  be  paid  to  the  rules  of  the  Home.  For 
the  first  and  second  violation,  there  will  be  an  admonition ;  for 
the  third,  a  complaint  will  be  preferred  to  the  Board  ;  for  the 
fourth,  a  removal  from  the  Home. 
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Form  of  Bequest.

Terms  of  Admission. 

1st.  No  person  shall  be  admitted  into  the  Home  without 
satisfactory  testimonials  as  to  the  propriety  of  their  conduct 
and  the  respectability  of  their  character. 

2d.  Applications  should  be  written  and  addressed  to  either 
member  of  Committee  on  Applications,  stating  name,  age, 
place  of  birth,  and  former  or  present  occupation,  and  accom- 
panied by  the  names  of  not  less  than  three  respectable  citizens 
who  are  willing  to  testify  as  to  the  good  habits  of  the  ap- 
plicant. 

3d.  No  one  need  apply  who  has  a  wife. 
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4th.  When  applicants  are  pensioners  on  any  benevolent 
institution  or  society,  it  is  expected  that  their  pensions  will  be 
continued  to  assist  in  their  support,  and  that  their  funeral 
expenses  will  be  defrayed. 

5th.  Those  who  have  any  property  are  required  to  secure 
the  same  to  the  Home  before  they  are  admitted.    In  case  of 
their  obtaining  property  after  their  admission,  if  they  remam  ^ 
in  the  Home,  it  will  be  necessary  to  make  it  over  to  the 
institution. 

6th.  If  the  mental  condition  of  an  inmate  shall  become  so 
unsound  as  to  endanger  his  own  and  the  safety  of  the  family, 
and  thereby  render  the  care  of  a  special  attendant  necessary, 
it  is  required  that  his  relatives  will  either  remove  him  or  refrain 
from  interference  with  the  Managers  when,  in  the  opinion  of 
two  reputable  physicians,  it  is  found  expedient  to  place  him 
under  the  restraints  of  a  suitable  asylum. 

7th.  No  scoffer  at  the  Christian  religion  will  be  received, 
and  inmates  are  required  to  attend  services  held  at  the  Home, 
by  ministers  of  various  denominations,  every  Sunday  afternoon. 

8th.  Persons  are  received  on  probation  for  four  months, 
and  the  Managers  reserve  the  right  of  dismissal  if  an  inmate  is 
insubordinate,  or  renders  himself  obnoxious  to  the  family. 

9th.  Furniture  and  property  brought  into  the  Home  are 
to  remain  for  the  benefit  of  the  institution.  - 

lOth.  All  persons  admitted  into  the  Home  must  be  at 
least  sixty  years  of  age.  At  sixty  the  admission  fee  is  ^500  ; 
between  sixty-five  and  seventy,  $250  ;  over  seventy,  ^150.

'•  Blessed  is  he  that  considereth  the  poor  :  the  Lord  will  deliver  him 
in  time  of  trouble. — Psabn  xli,  I. 

To  its  managers  and  subscribers  the  most  interesting 
event  of  the  year  just  passed  is  the  addition  to  the  Home  of 
an  Annex,  of  which  a  sufficient  portion  will  be  used  as  an 
Infirmary  for  those  who  are  sick  in  body  or  mind.  The  need 
of  suitable  accommodations  for  that  particular  class  of  our 
inmates  has  long  been  felt  and  more  than  once  urged  upon  us 
by  the  StateBoard  of  Charities,  who,  in  all  other  respects,  have 
declared  this  to  be  a  model  institution. 

It  is  to  ns  a  source  both  of  pride  and  gratitude  that 
we  have  at  last  been  able  to  accomplish  an  end  which  for  many 
months  has  been  very  earnestly  contemplated. 

The  Building  Committee  to  take  the  matter  in  charge 
consisted  of  Mesdames  Ogden,  Goodman,  Miller,  S.  E. 
Peterson,  Small,  McFadden,  Ashman,  and  Grayson.  They  held 
their  first  meeting  on  January  I2th.  Subsequently  they 
decided  to  ask  Mr.  Addison  Hutton,  the  well-known  architect, 
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to  prepare  plans  for  the  proposed  Infirmary.  Having  been 
approved,  several  builders  were  invited  to  make  estimates  for 
carrying  out  the  designs  of  the  architect.  Messrs.  Gillison, 
Christie  and  Lockerbie,  being  the  lowest  bidders,  were  chosen 
to  do  the  work.  A  stone,  mat:hing  as  nearly  as  possible  that 
used  in  the  old  building,  was  obtained,  thus  ensuring  a  desir- 
able uniformity  of  color.  The  annex,  three  stories  in  height, 
is  connected  with  the  main  edifice  by  a  well  warmed  corridor. 
It  contains  a  large  centre  hall,  a  moderate  sized  dining-room, 
a  small  diet  kitchen,  a  chamber  for  the  superintendent,  and 
thirty  bed-rooms.  Those  on  the  lower  floor  will  be  used  for 
the  sick  exclusively. 

The  steam  fitting  is  by  Mr.  J.  D.  Thompson  and  prom- 
ises to  be  entirely  satisfactory. 

The  structure  was  under  roof  last  August,  but  owing  to 
many  unexpected  and  possibly  unavoidable  delays  in  the  work 
of  the  sub-contractors,  it  was  not  until  late  in  January  that  it 
was  delivered  to  the  managers. 

This  annex  is  not  only  a  benefit  to  invalids  already  in 
the  Home,  and  who  hitherto  have  had  somcAvhat  inadequate 
arrangements  for  their  comfort  and  privacy,  but  it  will  enable 
us  to  receive  under  our  care  from  twenty  to  thirty  additional 
inmates.  No  one  who  appreciates  the  distress  of  being  com- 
pelled to  turn  needy  and  urgent  apphcants  from  our  doors  for 
want  of  room,  can  fail  to  see  that  this  enlarged  space  is  a  boon 
both  to  the  managers  and  to  many  homeless  rhen. 

It  will  not  be  amiss  to  refer  again  to  the  kindly  old  gen- 
tleman, the  late  Mr.  Eldredge,  who,  after  passing  thirteen 
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years  of  his  life  in  the  institution,  expressed  his  gratitude  for 
the  benefits  received  there  by  making  a  gift  of  one  hundred 
dollars  (his  savings  from  the  pension  allowed  him  by  gov- 
ernment as  a  soldier  in  the  War  of  1812)  for  the  purpose  of 
starting  a  fund  with  which  to  build  an  addition  to  the  present 
Home.  His  motive  was,  as  expressed  in  his  own  words,  "  To 
make  more  room  here,  so  that  a  larger  number  of  persons 
may  be  made  as  comfortable  as  I  have  always  been."  He  did 
not  live  to  see  the  fruition  of  his  hopes,  but  within  a  few  days 
after  making  this  grateful  legacy  to  those  who  were  to  succeed 
him,  he  died,  and  passed,  we  hope  and  believe,  to  a  better 
home  in  Heaven. 

The  interest  with  which  the  old  gentlemen  have  watched 
the  progress  of  the  work,  from  the  digging  of  the  cellar  until 
the  last  blow  of  the  carpenter's  hammer,  has  been  amusing,  and 
at  the  same  time  very  gratifying  to  those  who  were  providing 
for  their  increased  comfort.  Their  often  intelligent  criticisms 
of  what  did  not  accord  with  their  ideas  of  the  fitness  of  things, 
were  always  respectfully  listened  to,  even  if  their  suggestions 
were  not  adopted. 

It  is  a  subject  of  earnest  thankfulness  that  this  improve- 
ment has  been,  or  will  be,  paid  for  without  encroaching  on  our 
present  endowment  fund.  Several  legacies  during  the  last 
year  have  been  set  aside  for  this  purpose,  and  when  we  take 
possession  of  the  building  we  shall  rejoice  in  knowing  that  it 
will  be  altogether  exempt  from  debt.  The  managers  feel  that 
their  action  in  applying  certain  bequests  to  defray  the  cost  of 
the  annex  instead  of  adding  them  to  their  permanent  fund,  to 


which  such  moneys  are  usually  appropriated,  is  fully  justified 
by  the  importance  of  the  object  thereby  effected. 

It  must  not,  however,  be  inferred  that  the  Home  is  yet 
self-supporting,  for  it  is  in  fact  rather  further  from  that  happy 
condition  than  it  was  a  year  ago,  since  an  increased  number  of 
inmates  means  more  servants,  more  fuel,  and  larger  provision 
of  every  kind.  Yet  our  Heavenly  Father  has  so  signally 
blessed  and  prospered,  our  work  heretofore,  that  no  one  with 
"  faith  as  a  grain  of  mustard  seed,"  can  have  fears  for  its 
future,  so  long  as  we  place  our  trust  in  him.  The  question  of 
furnishing  the  infirmary  was  answered  with  unlooked  for 
promptness.  The  first  contribution  was  a  gift  of  ^3,000  to 
found  a  bed,  in  memory  of  her  mother,  Mrs.  Harriet  P.  Ken- 
nedy, from  Mrs.  George  F.  McFadden.  This  was  followed  by 
a  like  sum  from  Mrs.  George  L.  Buzby,  also  for  the  endow- 
ment of  a  bed  in  memory  of  her  mother,  Mrs.  Mary  A. 
Inman.  A  number  of  rooms  were  supplied  with  all  requisite 
furniture  by  Mrs.  G.  L.  Buzby,  Mrs.  B.  F.  Huddy,  Miss  Mary 
Coates,  Miss  Rebecca  Hornor,  Mrs.  Thomas  Clyde,  Miss 
Sarah  Coates,  Mrs.  Clement  Smith,  Mrs.  Emily  Small,  Mrs.  J. 
P.  Jones,  Mrs.  George  McFadden  and  Mr.  Eli  Eldredge,  and 
we  are  encouraged  to  hope  that  all  or  nearly  all  of  those  still 
unprovided  for  will  eventually  be  likewise  supplied  by  other 
liberal  friends. 

Since  issuing  our  last  annual  report,  our  faithful  physician, 
Dr.  M.  B.  Musser,  has  been  relieved  from  his  earthly  labors. 
The  following  resolution  was  adopted  and  entered  in  the 
minutes : 
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Resolved,  That  the  managers  of  the  "  Old  Man's  Home  " 
have  received  with  sincere  sorrow  the  intelhgence  of  Dr.  Mus- 
ser's  death,  and  they  desire  to  express,  however  inadequately, 
the  sense  of  almost  personal  bereavement  they  feel  at  this 
great  loss.  He  was  for  many  years  so  identified  with  the 
institution  that  he  seemed  to  be  an  essential  part  of  it.  The 
managers,  as  well  as  the  old  men,  ,will  mourn  the  absence  of 
his  kind  and  skillful  attention,  and  will  ever  remember  it  with 
deepest  gratitude." 

At  their  stated  meeting  on  March  8th,  Dr.  Charles  M.  P. 
Grayson  was  elected  to  succeed  Dr.  Musser,  as  Attending 
Physician  to  the  Home,  and  Dr.  J.  H.  Musser  was  chosen  as  a 
Consulting  Physician,  together  with  Dr.  E.  L.  Duer,  who  most 
kindly  volunteered  his  services,  should  they  be  required.  The 
general  health  of  the  family  has  been  good,  about  the  average 
number  of  deaths  having  taken  place,  all  of  them  due  to  old 
age. 

The  family,  at  present,  consists  of  eighty-four  persons,  but 
the  number  will  be  increased  when  the  annex  is  quite  ready  for 
occupation.  The  outlay  for  repairs  was  unusually  large,  as 
the  decayed  timbers  of  piazzas  and  steps,  with  much  of  the 
flooring,  had  to  be  replaced.  We  were  also  required  to  pro- 
vide an  additional  dining-room  for  the  prospective  increase  in 
the  family,  besides  other  improvements  that  were  equally 
indispensable. 

The  Home  is  devoted  to  the  care  of  aged  men  of  good 
character,  who  have  no  other  means  of  support.  No  one  is 
excluded  on  the  ground  of  his  nationality  or  religious  belief, 
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provided  he  is  willing  to  attend  the  Divine  services  held  regu- 
larly in  the  house  every  Sabbath  afternoon,  by  ministers  of 
various  denominations.  To  these  faithful  clergymen,  who  so 
cheerfully  and  efficiently  give  their  time  and  labor  for  the 
benefit  of  our  old  men,  many  of  whom  are  too  feeble  to  attend 
church  elsewhere,  we  here  express  our  grateful  sense  of  their 
goodness.  The  use  of  intoxicating  liquors  is  strictly  forbid- 
den, except  when  prescribed  by  the  attending  physician,  and 
must  then  be  administered  only  by  the  matron  or  superin- 
tendent. Citizens  of  our  own  city  and  State  are  preferred  over 
applicants  from  other  localities,  because  the  "  Home  "  owes  its 
support  chiefly  to  the  bounty  of  Philadelphians,  though  if  there 
should  be  vacancies  in  the  House,  no  deserving  applicant  out- 
side of  Pennsylvania  will  be,  for  that  reason  alone,  rejected. 

The  bequest  made  by  the  late  Christian  Weyman  to  the 
old  men  of  the  Home  for  pocket  money,  produced  last  year  a 
sum  amounting  to  a  little  less  than  four  dollars  for  each  of 
them,  which  was  distributed  among  them,  in  accordance  with  the 
giver's  wishes,  during  the  holidays.  Our  prosperous  friends 
will  perhaps  exclaim,  "  That  is  but  a  trifle,"  yet  it  is  much  to 
those  who  have  nothing,  and  whom  it  saves  the  humiliation  of 
asking  for  means  to  supply  a  few  little  wants.  They  are  truly 
grateful  to  the  kind-hearted  man  who  put  himself  in  their 
place,  and  knowing  just  how  they  felt,  gave  what  he  could  to 
show  his  thoughtful  sympathy  with  them.  As  the  family 
increases,  this  small  pittance  will  unfortunately  become  smaller 
for  each  individual,  unless  some  other  considerate  philanthro- 
pist shall  be  moved  to  enlarge  this  little  fund  from  his  own 
abundance.

The  Fourth  of  July  and  Thanksgiving  Day  were  made 
all  the  happier  by  Mrs.  S.  Stockton  Hornor's usual  generosity. 
Christmas  was  observed  by  a  trifling  gift  to  each  inmate,  and 
a  bountiful  dinner  provided  by  our  managers  and  supplemented 
by  kind  friends.  Ten  large  turkeys,  with  other  good  things, 
were  ample  to  satisfy  all,  and  the  only  regret  of  the  recipients 
was,  that  "  Christmas  comes  but  once  a  year." 

Through  the  efforts  of  the  Committee  on  Entertainments, 
several  very  pleasant  ones  were  given  during  the  year  that's 
gone,  and  the  hea:rty  thanks  of  both  managers  and  inmates  are 
ofifered  to  the  benevolent  ladies  and  gentlemen  who  contributed 
to  cheer  the  closing  days  of  those  whose  evening  of  life  is  not 
often  brightened  by  pleasures  that  shine  like  rays  from  a 
declining  sun.  It  may  reward  them  to  know  that  they  have 
seldom  had  a  more  sympathetic  and  appreciative  audience. 

Mrs.  S.  B.  Scanlan  is  still  our  efficient  Matron,  having 
had  fifteen  years  of  experience  in  the  onerous  duties  of  her 
office,  and  Mr.  Baker  Scanlan  is  equally  faithful  and  satisfac- 
tory in  his  position  as  Superintendent. 

The  Managers  are  obliged  to  make  a  special  appeal  for 
clothing  of  all  kinds,  as  the  need  of  it  is  very  urgent.  It  is 
not  easy  to  provide  respectable  clothing  for  seventy-five  men, 
and  it  will  be  still  more  difficult  to  supply  comfortable  gar- 
ments for  them  when  their  number  reaches  a  hundred.  Will 
our  charitable  friends  then,  when  they  have  such  articles  to 
give  away,  bear  in  mind  that  the  "  Old  Man's  Home  "  is 
always  in  want  of  them,  and  that  the  matron,  if  notified  by 
postal  card,  will  promptly  send  for  them  to  any  address  in  the 
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city.  For  favors  and  courtesies  extended  to  us  by  the  Ledger, 
N.  American,  Inquirer,  Bulletin,  and  Evening  Telegraph,  we 
tender  our  sincere  thanks. 

There  were  nine  admissions  in  1888  and  ten  deaths.  One 
man  left  the  home,  saying  that  he  had  an  opportunity  to  go 
into  business,  and  one  was  dismissed  for  insubordination. 
Our  youngest  inmate  is  seventy-eight  years  of  age  and  the 
oldest  ninety-eight.

ist.  Morning  and  Evening  Prayers  will  be  regularly  held 
at  the  Home.  Every  inmate  will  be  required  to  attend  punctu- 
ally, except  in  case  of  sickness.  Notice  to  be  given  by  ringing 
the  bell.  •  ' 

2d.  All  inmates  are  required  to  render  themselves  gener- 
ally useful,  as  far  as  their  strength  will  permit. 

3d.  All  that  is  necessary  for  the  comfortable  support  of 
the  inmates  of  the  Home  will  be  furnished  from  the  funds  of 
the  institution.  No  individual,  therefore,  will,  on  any  account, 
be  permitted  to  leave  the  house  to  solicit  assistance. 

4th.  All  who  are  able  will  attend  the  general  table.  If 
any  member  of  the  family  is  sick,  a  suitable  meal  will  be  pro- 
vided and  sent  to  him. 

5th.  Smoking  is  strictly  prohibited,  and  the  use  of 
tobacco,  in  any  form,  except  in  the  Smoking  Room. 

6th.  No  stimulants  or  spirituous  liquors  to  be  used  by  an 
inmate  of  the  institution,  except  when  ordered  by  the  Visiting 
Physician,  and  in  that  case  to  be  administered  by  the  Matron 
or  nurse ;  and  any  inmate  known  to  be  guilty  of  visiting 
drinking  saloons  will,  after  a  third  offence,  be  dismissed. 
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7th.  If  any  inmate  of  the  Home  feels  disposed  to  visit 
his  friends,  he  is  requested  to  mention  to  the  Matron  where  he 
intends  staying,  and  the  probable  length  of  his  visit,  that  no 
uneasiness  may  exist  on  his  account. 

8th.  No  inmate  will  be  permitted  to  leave  the  Library 
during  religious  services  to  receive  visitors,  who  are  particu- 
larly requested  not  to  come  to  the  Home  on  Sunday  if  it  is 
possible  for  them  to  do  so  on  any  other  day,  unless  they  are 
willing  to  join  in  the  service. 

9th.  Inmates  will  receive  friends  in  the  Reception  Room, 
and  not  in  their  chambers,  except  with  the  knowledge  and 
permission  of  the  Matron. 

loth.  No  inmate  will  be  permitted  to  interfere  or  find 
fault  with  the  Matron  or  assistants  ;  but  if  they  think  they  have 
cause  of  complaint,  they  must  apply  to  the  managers,  who 
will  receive  their  statement  and  take  such  action  thereon  as 
they  may  think  proper. 

lith.  To  preserve  perfect  harmony  in  the  family,  the 
strictest  attention  must  be  paid  to  the  rules  of  the  Home.  For 
the  first  and  second  violation,  there  will  be  an  admonition ;  for 
the  third,  a  complaint  will  be  preferred  to  the  Board  ;  for  the 
fourth,  a  removal  from  the  Home. 
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Form  of  Bequest. 

I  give  and  bequeath  unto  The  Old  Man's  Home,  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia,  the  sum  of 

to  be  paid  to  the  Treasurer  for  the  time  being,  for  the  use  of 
the  said  Society. 

Devise  of  Real  Estate. 

I  give  and  devise  unto  The  Old  Mans  Home,  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  (here  describe  the  property  or  ground-rent), 
together  with  the  appurtenances,  in  fee  simple. 


Terms  of  Admission. 

1st.  No  persons  shall  be  admitted  into  the  Home  without 
satisfactory  testimonials  as  to  the  propriety  of  their  conduct 
and  the  respectability  of  their  character. 

2d.  A  form  of  application  may  be  obtained  from  the 
Matron,  at  the  home. 

3d.  No  one  need  apply  who  has  a  wife. 
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4th.  When  applicants  are  pensioners  on  any  benevolent 
institution  or  society  it  is  expected  that  their  pensions  will  be 
continued  to  assist  in  their  support,  and  that  their  funeral 
expenses  will  be  defrayed. 

5th.  Those  who  have  any  property  are  required  to  secure 
the  same  to  the  Home  before  they  are  admitted.  In  case  of 
their  obtaining  property  after  their  admission,  if  they  remain 
in  the  Home,  it  will  be  necessary  to  make  it  over  to  the 
institution. 

6th.  If  the  mental  condition  of  an  inmate  shall  become  so 
unsound  as  to  endanger  his  own  and  the  safety  of  the  family, 
and  thereby  render  the  care  of  a  special  attendant  necessary, 
it  is  required  that  his  relatives  will  either  remove  him  or  refrain 
from  interference  with  the  Managers  when,  in  the  opinion  of 
two  reputable  physicians,  it  is  found  expedient  to  place  him 
under  the  restraints  of  a  suitable  asylum. 

/th.  No  scoffer  at  the  Christian  religion  will  be  received, 
and  inmates  are  required  to  attend  services  held  at  the  Home, 
by  ministers  of  various  denominations,  every  Sunday  afternoon. 

8th.  Persons  are  received  on  probation  for  four  months, 
and  the  Managers  reserve  the  right  of  dismissal  if  an  inmate 
is  insubordinate,  or  renders  himself  obnoxious  to  the  family. 

9th.  Furniture  and  property  brought  into  the  Home  are 
to  remain  for  the  benefit  of  the  institution. 

loth.  All  persons  admitted  into  the  Home  must  be  at 
least  sixty  years  of  age.  At  sixty  the  admission  fee  is  ^500 ; 
between  sixty-five  and  seventy,  ^250  ;  over  seventy,  ;^I50.
